Road is Badly Needed. 


The Bigler township orators ex- 


plained the object of the conference 
with the county commissioners as be- 
ing an effort to have the latter agree 
io petition the state highway depart- 
ment to begin work on route 234 of 
tii general plan of state highways. 
The speakers said that Bigler town- 
ship badly needed the road, and ask- 
ed the county commissioners to join 
with the township supervisors in pe- 
titioning the state highway depart- 
ment in behalf of constructing the 
one mile of brick road this year. The 
township residents are willing to d - 
posit a certified check for the town- 
ship's share cf the cost of the road, 
which would be about $7,000. 


Prompt Action Demanded. 


The speakers who represented the

a s t h e center of a stretcli of highway 
one mile in length, and their spokes­ 
men, H. W. Swoope and Charles Gill, 
set forth the purpose of the meeting 
to t h e county commissioners in a vig­ 
orous and convincing manner. 


Road 
is Badly 
Needed. 


Tile Bigler township 
orators

Visit The County Seat 


WANT A HIGHVm AT MADERA 


Ask the County 
Commissioners to 


Join in Petitioning the State High- 
way Department to Construct This 
Year—Township 
Ready to Meet 


Its Share of Cost. 


Clearfield was given a genuine sur- 


prise this morning when more than 
100 residents of Bigler township, 
headed by the Madera band, appear- 
ed on the streets and marched to the 
court house where, they gathered In 
the arbitration room and announced 
that they had come to Interview the 
county commissioners regarding road 
matters In the crowd were bankers, 
merchants, coal operators, 
farmers, 


newspaper men and other prominent 
citizens of Madera and vicinity, the 
party comprising bout as intelligent 
a group of citizens as can be found 
in the county. 


The 
Bigler 
township 
residents 


want a state road built with Madera 
as the center of a stretch of highway 
one mile in length, and their spokes- 
men, H. W. Swoope and Charles 
GUI, 


fret forth the purpose of the meeting 
to the county commissioners in a vig- 
orous and convincing manner. 


Road is Badly Needed. 


The Bigler township orators ex- 


plained the object of the conference 
with the county commissioners as be- 
ing an effort to have the latter agree 
io petition the state highway depart- 
ment to begin work on route 234 of 
tii general plan of state highways. 
The speakers said that Bigler town- 
ship badly needed the road, and ask- 
ed the county commissioners to join 
with the township supervisors in pe- 
titioning the state highway depart- 
ment in behalf of constructing the 
one mile of brick road this year. The 
township residents are willing to d - 
posit a certified check for the town- 
ship's share cf the cost of the road, 
which would be about $7,000. 


Prompt Action Demanded. 


The speakers who represented the 


township residents stated that they 
desired the county commissioners to 
take prompt action in the matter, as 
the road ought to .be built this year. 
In answer the three commissioners

Mexican Sorereignty, 


FORCED TO DEAL WITH FACTS 


"Peeling and Intention of the Govern- 


ment In Thia Matter Are Not Baaed 
on Politics," He Declares; "They Are 
Baaed en a Genuine Friendship Per 
Mexican People." 


Washington, April 24.—President Wil- 


son issued the following comment on 
the Carranza statement: 


"I wish to reiterate with the greatest 


earnestness the desire and intention of 
this government to respect in every 
WH.V possible Hie sovereignty and in- 
dependence of the people of Mexico. 
The feeling and Intention of the gov- 
ernment in this matter are not based 
upon politics. 
They, go much deeper 


thiin that. They are based upon a gen- 
uine friendship for the Mexican peo 
pie iind a profound interest in the re- 
establishment of their constitutional 
system. 


"Whatever nuhnpp.v circumstances 


or iK'i-eswilles may arise, this object 
will be held steadily in view and pur 
sued with riMiHJKtcut purpoiM!. HO far 
as this government is concerned. 


"Kilt we are dealing will) facts. 


Wlu-revei' iind whenever tlie dignity of 
the I'nitecl States is flouted, its inter- 
national rijdits or the rights of ittt 
oitiw'iis Invii Jed or its ir finances re- 
buffed where it has the rljilit to at- 
tempt to exercise it. this government 
must dcul with those actually in con- 
trol. 
It is now dealing with General 


Hut'ttii in the territory lie now con- 
trols. That be does not rightfully con 
trol it does not alter the fact lhat lie 
docs control it. We are ileaiini;. more- 
over, only with those whom ho corn- I 
maml.s and those who come to his sup- 
port. With these we must deal. They 
do not lawfully represent Hie people of 
Mexico.

cause our ijtuirrcl i:; not with tlie Mex- 
ican people, and »ve do nut desire t > 
dictate their affairs.
